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Annual  Report  of  the 
MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Chard. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  1964. 

Once  again  I am  able  to  report  that  we  achieved  100%  meat  inspection  but 
this  is  time-consuming  work  and,  of  necessity,  other  work'  has  to  be  left  undone. 

The  most  significant  progress  made  by  the  Council  in  1984  was  undoubtedly 
done  by  the  Planning  Development  and  Housing  Committees.  The  number  of  houses 
under  construction  and  those  planned  for  erection  in  the  near  future  are  bound  to 
have  a considerable  influence  on  the  expansion  and  prosperity  of  the  town.

SECTION  A. 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

Population. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year 
population  for  1964  was  6,210,  one  hundred 
more  than  last  year.  'This  gives  a population 
density  ,oif  siix  per  acre.  Tihe  product  of  a 
penny  rate  has  now  reached  £838  and  the 
Rateable  Value  is  £219,671. 

Birth  Rate. 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate  for  1964  was  20.37 
per  thousand  live  'births.  This  was  higher 
than  the  national  figure  of  18.4.  There  were 
two  illegitimate  births.  In  the  country  as  a 
whole  there  is  an  increase  In  the  number  of 
illegitimate  children  born  each  year.  Many 
reasons  have  been  put  forward  to  account 
for  this  trend.  Undoubtedly  there  are  many 
causes  but  one  found  constantly  in  all  sur- 
veys is  the  lack  of  parental  control  and 
supervision.  Surveys  have  also  shown  that 
conception  frequently  takes  place  in  tihe 
family  home.  The  avoidance  of  the  situation 
where  Intercourse  could  take  place  is  impor- 
tsnt.  Here  parents  have  an  opportunity  to 
take  positive  action.  One  hears  of  parents 
who  leave  two  teenagers  alone  in  the  house 
in  front  of  the  television;  for  the  evening  or 
go  out  while  the  teenagers  hold  a party  an 
the  h:use.  Sucih  action  is  just  asking  for 


trouble.  There  is  no  need  for  parents  to  be 
present  at  the  party  (but  they  can  be  in  the 
house  in  another  room.  It  may  appear 
“ square  ” to  the  children  but  if  their  friends 
are  those  who  wish  to  indulge  in  behaviour 
not  possible  when  parents  are  in  the  vicinity 
then  perhaps  the  children  may  realise  their 
friends  are  mot  entirely  satisfactory. 

Death  Rate. 

The  corrected  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was 
9.01,  substantially  lower  than  the  national 
figure  of  H.3.  Details  of  deaths  can  be  found 
in  Appendix  A,  Table  3.  These  show  that 
there  were  25  deaths  due  to  heart  disease, 
9 of  which  were  due  to  coromary  thrombosis. 
Diseases  of  the  Circulation  accounted  for  15 
deaths,  13  of  them  being  due  to  cerebral 
haemorrhage.  Of  the  19  deaths  due  to  cancer 
5 were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung.  I 
noted  last  year  a slight  hut  steady  increase 
in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  diseases  of 
the  respiratory  system.  This  trend  continued 
and  there  were  six  cases  of  death  from 
pneumonia  and  five  from  bronchitis. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1964. 

Stillbirths. 

There  was  one  stillbirth  in  1964  which 
gives  a rate  of  8.8  per  thousand  live  and 
stillbirths. 


Infant  Mortality. 

1 am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that 
there  were  no  infant  deaths  in  1964. 

Social  Conditions. 

The  Council  took  every  opportunity  to  safe- 
guard the  prosperity  of  residents  and  encour- 
aged new  industry  to  come  to  Chard.  The 
railway  between  Cihard  and  Taunton  finally 
ceased  to  function  during  the  year.  Very 
soon  afterwards  British  Railways  removed 
the  bridge  spans  over  the  road  between  the 
towns,  no  doubt  forestalling  any  question  of 
it  being  re-opened. 

SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

Antenatal  Clinic. 

This  clinic  was  (held  once  a month  and  Dr. 
Elliott  attended  each  session.  The  purpose 
of  this  clinic  is  to  obtain  blood  samples  of 
every  pregnant  woman  prior  to  confinement. 
Specimens  are  sent  to  the  laboratory  at 
Musgrove  Park  Hospital  for  examination.  The 
reports  are  sent  to  the  private  practitioner 
concerned  and  to  the  midwives.  'The  general 
practitioners  also  hold  antenatal  sessions  in 
their  own  premises  and  by  arrangement  with 
the  health  authority  midwives  are  present. 
The  health  visitors  continued  to  hold  com- 
bined relaxation  and  motihercraft  classes 
which  were  well  attended. 

Midwifery. 

The  resident  midwives  did  all  the  domi- 
ciliary midwifery  under  the  supervision  of 
the  general  practitioners  concerned.  Our  mid- 
wives  are  allocated  pupil  tmiidwives  for  train- 
ing in  district  work  and  this  arrangement 
continued  during  1964.  Mothers  requiring 
admission  to  hospital  were  sent  to  Musgrove 
Park  Hospital. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic. 

Clinics  were  held  every  first  and  third 
Tuesday  of  the  month  throughout  the  year. 
Dr.  Elliott  attended  each  clinic.  I regret  that 
details  of  attendances  were  not  available. 

Home  Nursing. 

Home  nursing  is  also  done  by  the  district 
midwives  Who  are  qualified  health  visitors. 
This  is  mainly  concerned  with  the  aged  sick 
but,  of  course,  they  are  available  for  any 
acute  illness  which  the  private  practitioner 
concerned  considers  needs  expert  nursing. 


Health  Visiting. 

As  I have  already  stated,  the  midwives 
are  qualified  health  visitors  and  carried  out 
these  duties  in  addition  to  their  other  work. 
They  attend  the  school  medical  inspections 
and  are  a useful  point  of  liaison  between 
myself  and  those  parents  who  fail  or  are 
unable  to  attend  at  the  school  inspection. 

The  Tuberculosis  health  visitor,  Mrs.  Pitt, 
continued  to  follow-up  all  cases  on  the 
Tuberculosis  Register  and  all  cases  seen  by 
the  Chest  Physician  in  hospital.  She 
accompanied  me  to  the  schools  for  all  B.C.G. 
vaccination  sessions  and  did  more  of  the 
follow-up  work  afterwards.  On  31st  December 
she  retired  after  a long  and  distinguished 
career  in  the  County  service  which  covered 
the  difficult  war  years.  I am  most  grateful 
for  the  help  she  gave  me  during  my  time 
in  the  area. 

Immunisation. 

Immunisations  are  carried  out  at  the  clinic 
twice  a month  and  by  the  private  practi- 
tioners in  their  surgeries.  A standard  pro- 
cedure of  protection  is  now  used  throughout 
the  County  and  commences  with  a course  of 
injection  with  triple  vaccine  against  diph- 
theria, whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  This  is 
followed  by  immunisation  against  acute  polio- 
myelitis with  oral  vaccine  followed  by  small- 
pox vaccination.  At  eighteen  months  a booster 
dose  of  triple  vaccine  is  offered.  At  the 
time  of  entry  to  infant  school  the  children 
receive  a further  booster  of  diphtheria  and 
tetanus  vaccine  and  a fourth  poliomyelitis 
immunisation.  Details  of  the  immunisations 
given  are  shown  in  Appendix  B,  Table  1. 


Vaccination. 

Vaccinations  are  done  by  the  private 
practitioners  in  the  surgeries.  The  majority 
are  primary  vaccinations  for  infants  but 
there  are  an  increasing  number  for  people 
travelling  abroad.  Details  are  also  shown 
in  Appendix  B,  Table  1. 

Home  Help  Service. 

The  County  Council  provide  a home  help 
service  in  the  town  and  the  arrangements 
were  unchanged. 

School  Medical  Service. 

I carried  out  medical  inspections  at  all  the 
County  schools  in  the  town  during  1964. 
Details  of  these  inspections  can  be  found  in 
Appendix  B,  Table  2. 

Following  my  inspection  of  the  Chard 
Infants  school  I reported  to  the  County 
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Council  in  November  of  the  serious  lack  of 
classroom  spaice.  During  the  summer  term 
the  number  on  the  roll  was  so  great  that  it 
necessitated  the  use  of  part  of  the  school 
hall  as  a classroom  and  another  class  was 
being  housed  in  the  dining  room.  In  addi- 
tion the  sanitary  accommodation  was  un- 
satisfactory and  this  was  also  reported  on. 
Promises  of  improvements  were  made  by  the 
County  Education  Department. 

The  parents  of  children  who  are  for  medical 
inspection  receive  an  'important  questionnaire 
form  in  which  they  are  able  to  fill  in  details 
of  any  illnesses  their  child  might  have  had 
and,  in  addition,  are  able  to  inform  the  school 
doctor  of  any  problems  that  are  worrying 
them.  When  the  child  is  examined  these 
completed  questionnaires  are  presented  to 
the  school  doctor,  who  already  has  the  infant 
welfare  record  card  in  the  case  of  entrants 
to  school  life,  and  the  school  medical  card 
in  the  case  of  older  children.  These  two  are 
studied  in  conjunction  with  the  examination. 
A further  innovation  was  started  in  1964.  It 
was  decided  that  the  medical  examination 
of  children  leaving  school  was  not  always 
necessary.  Many  of  them  had  already  been 
seen  at  least  twice  during  school  life  and 
were  probably  quite  fit  so  a system  of  selec- 
tive medical  examination  was  introduced.  The 
parents  of  children  leaving  school  received 
a questionnaire  in  which  they  entered  details 
of  any  illness  their  child  may  have  had  since 
they  entered  secondary  school  and  also  have 
an  opportunity  to  state  if  they  have  any 
problems.  They  are  also  asked  whether  they 
wish  their  child  to  be  medically  examined 
before  leaving.  These  completed  forms  are 
studied  in  conjunction  with  the  school  medical 
record  and  any  observations  the  Head 
Teacher  may  have.  If  it  is  considered  that  a 
medical  examination  is  not  indicated  the 
school  medical  card  is  stamped  accordingly 
and  they  are  exempt.  However,  if  the  parents 
do  not  think  a medical  necessary  but  some- 
thing in  the  medical  record  indicates  that  a 
further  examination  would  be  useful,  then 
the  child  is  medically  examined.  The  -result 
on  the  first  year  has  been  that  the  time 
spent  on  medical  examinations  in  the  second- 
ary modern  schools  has  been  cut  down  and 
no  difficulties  have  so  far  been  experienced 

School  Dental  Service. 

Mrs.  Walker  continued  her  work  as  pari- 
time  dental  surgeon  in  the  County  health 
clinic.  Details  of  the  dates  of  inspections  at 
the  schools  are  given  in  Appendix  B,  Table  2, 

Speech  Therapy. 

Miss  Ledamun  held  a weekly  clinic  in 


Chard.  There  were  20  children  receiving 
treatment  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and 
19  at  the  end  of  the  year.  They  made  459 
attendances  at  99  sessions. 

Orthopaedic  Service. 

Miss  Read,  the  orthopaedic  sister,  held  a 
clinic  once  a month  during  the  year.  This 
clinic  is  a great  help  to  parents  living  in  the 
district  as  it  saves  them  the  journey  to 
Taunton  and  the  children  themselves  are 
only  away  from  school  for  a short  time.  The 
children  are  referred  to  the  orthopaedic 
surgeon  at  regular  intervals  and  copies  of  his 
report  are  sent  to  me. 

Ophthalmic  Services. 

The  arrangement  whereby  the  health 
visitors  do  an  annual  eye  test  on  all  children 
worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  the 
number  of  children  referred  to  the  County 
Oculist  increased.  Unfortunately  he  had  a 
period  of  illness  and  there  was  a fairly  con- 
siderable delay  in  -receiving  appointments. 
However,  the  -optician  working  in  the  town 
gave  very  considerable  assistance  and  a num- 
ber of  cases  were  referred  to  him  and  glasses 
were  obtained  quite  quickly  in  urgent  cases. 

Epileptics. 

Modern  drug  treatment  has  meant  that 
many  children  who  would  have  previously 
been  incapacitated  by  their  illness  are  now 
able  to  carry  on  normal  lives  attending  ordin- 
ary schools.  They  are  seen  as  hospital  out- 
patients at  regular  intervals  and  reports  on 
their  medical  progress  are  sent  to  me  as  well 
as  to  their  private  doctor.  Any  difficulties 
arising  at  school  are  rapidly  sorted  out. 
There  have  been  no  difficult  episodes  during 
1964. 

Spa-sties. 

Children  with  minor  degrees  of  spasticity 
are,  if  it  is  possible,  encouraged  to  attend 
the  ordinary  school.  The  more  serious  cases 
are  placed  in  special  schools  by  arrangement 
with  the  County  Council.  This  system  works 
well. 

Blind  Persons. 

Somerset  County  Association  for  the  blind 
keep  a register  of  -blind  and  partially  sighted 
persons  in  the  County.  There  were  thiirtv- 
th-ree  blind  and  three  partially  sighted  people 
resident  in  Chard  on  the  Register  at  31.12.64. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
ambulance  service  which  covers  the  town. 
The  Divisional  Headquarters  are  at  Taunton 


from  whence  all  vehicles  are  controlled.  The 
service  worked  smoothly  during  1964. 

In  addition,  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  Chard  and  District  Ambulance  Divi- 
sion. continued  to  provide  First  Aid  facilities 
and  an  ambulance  service  at  various  events 
throughout  the  district.  I am  pleased  to  be 
able  to  report  that  the  decline  in  member- 
ship of  the  division  which  had  been  causing 
concern  in  previous  years,  was  arrested  in 
1964  and  a slow  increase  was  commenced. 
Over  700  hours  were  spent  by  members  of  the 
Division  on  public  duties  for  the  first  time 
in  the  twenty-seven  years  of  its  existence. 
In  addition,  members  gave  lectures  in  First 
Aid  and  trained  younger  members  in  the 
hope  that  the  strength  of  the  Division  will  be 
maintained.  All  this  excellent  work  was 
achieved  despite  the  fact  that  the  Division 
did  not  have  a satisfactory  permanent  head- 
quarters where  their  ambulance  can  be 
garaged  and  all  their  equipment  stored. 
Surely  somewhere  in  a town  the  size  of 
Chard  there  must  be  suitable  accommodation 
and  I do  hope  that  someone  or  some  organi- 
sation will  be  prepared  to  offer  it  to  the  St. 
•John  Ambulance  Brigade  so  that  their  great 
efforts  for  the  public  good  can  be  encouraged. 

Mental  Health. 

The  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the 
County  Council  continued  with  their  respon- 
sible work  and  encouraged  the  furtherance  of 
the  policy  of  treating  mental  disorders  as  far 
as  possible  in  the  home.  This  requires  care- 
ful selection  but  is  proving  to  be  of  consider- 
able value  quite  apart  from  lightening  the 
load  on  hospital  beds.  Children  and  young 
adults  in  need  of  training  are  catered  for  at 
the  Lopen  Training  Centre.  They  are  con- 
veyed there  daily.  The  Centre  holds  nineteen 
split  into  groups  and  the  work  they  do  there 
is  very  encouraging. 

National  Assistance  Act. 

I was  not  forced  to  use  my  powers  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  at 
anv  time  during  the  year. 

The  Welfare  Committee  of  the  County 
Council  have  snent  a great  deal  of  money 
on  the  refurbishing  of  Sunnylands  Old 
Peonies  Home  in  the  town  and  now  the 
facilities  there  are  reallv  excellent.  The 
bedrooms  are  very  nicely  furnished  and  the 
public  rooms  have  been  redecorated.  A lift 
has  been  installed  and  the  aocommodstirn 
compares  very  favourably  with  that  found  in 
hotels.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haines,  who  are  in 
charge  of  Sunnylands,  go  to  a great  deal  of 
trouble  to  see  that  a happy  atmosphere 
obtains  there. 


Disabled  Persons. 

The  Chard  Good  Fellowship  Club  continued 
to  maintain  its  membership  and  carried  out 
an  active  programme  during  the  year.  This 
included  attending  the  County  rally  at  Wells. 
The  active  work  of  Miss  Blackmore  and  her 
helpers  ensures  the  success  of  this  venture. 

Health  Education. 

The  Council  subscribes  to  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education  and  makes  use 
of  their  very  effective  posters  and  literature. 
Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  educate  the 
public  in  the  principles  of  good  health  and 
accident  prevention. 

SECTION  C. 

Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious 
Diseases  and  Other  Diseases. 

Appendix  C,  Table  1 shows  that  there  was 
practically  no  infectious  disease  in  Chard 
during  1964. 

Immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  was  carried  out 
throughout  the  year  by  general  practitioners 
and  myself.  Trivax  was  the  vaccine  used. 
Oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  also  used 
throughout.  As  reported  in  Section  B,  small- 
pox vaccination  was  continued  as  a routine. 

The  B.C.G.  programme  was  carried  out 
during  February  and  March  in  the  schools. 
AH  children  bom  during  1950  were  offered 
vaccination.  A total  of  110  were  done. 

The  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  came 
to  the  town  in  June  and  a total  of  685  minia- 
ture X-Rays  of  the  general  public  were  taken. 
This  was  considerably  lower  than  the  previous 
visit  and  was  thought  to  be  due  to  the  siting 
of  the  caravans  in  the  Market  Car  Park  where 
they  failed  to  be  noticed  by  a number  of 
people.  Two  firms  were  also  Visited  and  a 
total  of  414  were  X-Rayed.  No  active  cases 
of  tuberculosis  were  discovered  at  all  but 
seven  cases  of  other  types  of  disease  came 
to  light  and  were  referred  to  their  private 
practitioners.  Full  details  are  shown  in 
Appendix  C,  Table  2. 

SECTION  D. 

Environmental  Health  Services. 

A.  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Climatic  Conditions. 

1964  was  a very  dry  year  and  the  reduced 
rainfall  caused  a certain  amount  of  anxiety 
to  the  Wessex  Water  Board.  The  summer  was 
a good  one  with  plenty  of  sunshine  for  a 
change.  The  total  annual  rainfall  was  23.52 
inches. 


Water  Supply. 

This  was  the  first  full  year  that  the  water 
supply  was  managed  by  the  Wessex  Water 
Board.  They  took  samples  regularly  through- 
out the  year  and  the  reports  indicated  that 
they  were  all  satisfactory.  In  addition,  some 
sampling  was  done  by  our  staff  which  con- 
firmed the  satisfactory  quality  of  water. 
Occasional  shortages  occurred  in  certain  parts 
of  the  town  at  periods  of  peak  consumption 
but  a new  8 inch  main  was  being  laid  from 
the  source  at  Pole  Rue  to  the  Borough  and 
this  should  obviate  the  difficulties.  There  are 
a few  wells  left  in  the  Borough  and  one  was 
closed  when  the  house  became  connected 
with  the  main  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Work  on  the  design  for  the  improvement 
of  the  sewage  works  continued.  A great  deal 
of  investigation  of  industrial  effluents  was 
necessary  in  order  to  ensure  that  when  they 
are  accepted  into  the  sewers  they  Will  not 
cause  any  harm  to  the  works  when  improved. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  remodelling  of  the 
works  is  £104,000.  In  addition',  the  extension 
of  the  main  sewers  from  the  works  to  Holbear 
in  the  Forton  Road  and  allowing  for  the 
planned  industrial  area  will  cost  a further 
£70,000. 

Public  Conveniences. 

In  common  with  other  local  authorities  cur 
conveniences  are  the  target  for  vandals  who 
appear  to  regard  them  as  fair  game.  In  this 
activity  females  are  just  as  destructive  as 
males. 

There  is  a type  of  person  who  cannot  use 
a public  convenience  without  writing  on;  the 
walls  or  trying  to.  remove  some  article  cr 
equipment.  It  is  very  difficult  to  detect  the 
culprits.  In  large  towns  the  presence  of  an 
attendant  of  course  pr  events  a lot  of  the 
damage  but  in  small  towns  the  cost  of  repair 
and  restoration  in  unattended  conveniences 
is  very  considerable. 

The  Council  try  to  maintain  a high  stand- 
ard of  cleanliness  and  provide  hand  washing 
facilities. 

In  a lavatory  the  most  heavily  infected 
article  is  the  handle  of  the  flushing  apparatus, 
closely  followed  by  the  wash  hand  basin  tan. 
It  is  high  time  both  were  foot  operated.  This 
is  not  a fantastic  suggestion.  A few  years 
ago  the  binette  in  our  kitchens  had  a remov- 
able lid.  Now  nearly  all  are  font  operated, 
the  same  change  can  easily  be  achieved  in 
a WjC. 


Refuse  Collection. 

Weekly  collections  with  our  own  vehicle 
and  labour  were  carried  out  in  the  town 
tnroughout  the  year.  We  use  a S & D Fore 
and  Aft  Tipper  with  Compression  Plate. 
Collection  is  from  the  kerb.  Trade  premises 
have  two  bins  collected  free  of  charge  but 
anything  in  excess  of  this  is  charged  for  at 
sixpence  per  bin  per  week.  A local  firm  are 
employed  to  consolidate  and  cover  the  tip. 
A certain  amount  of  supervision  is  necessary 
at  the  tip  to  prevent  the  tip  face  becoming 
too  deep  and  therefore  difficult  to  control. 

Rodent  Destruction. 

The  rodent  operator  is  shared  by  ourselves 
with  Crewkeme  and  Ilminster  Urban  District 
Councils.  He  works  in  the  town  for  two 
weeks  per  month.  This  is  a generally  satis- 
factory arrangement  although  occasionally 
there  are  some  delays  before  treatment  can 
be  carried  out.  There  were  no  heavy  in- 
festations. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  two  privately  owned  swimming 
pools,  one  at  Chard  School  and  one  at 
Holyrood  Secondary  Modern  School.  The 
Council  own  a Toddlers  Paddling  Pool  on  the 
Recreation  Ground  but  this  is  little  used  and, 
in  fact,  had  not  been  filled  by  July  of  the 
year.  When  in  use,  there  is  a continuous 
flow  of  water  through  the  paddling  pool. 
In  addition  it  is  hand  chlorinated,  as  is  the 
Chard  School  pool.  Reconstruction  work  was 
being  carried  cut  at  the  Secondary  Modern 
School  and  it  was  not  used  in  1964. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

There  were  no  problems  concerning  smoko 
abatement  during  1964. 

B.  Factories  Act. 

Details  of  the  inspections  carried  out  can 
be  found  in  Appendix  D,  Table  2. 

C.  Housing. 

Full  details  of  the  housing  situation  can 
be  found  in  Appendix  D,  Table  3.  It  shows 
that  the  Council  made  tremendous  strides 
with  their  building  programme  during  the 
year.  Although  only  twenty  houses  were 
completed  by  the  end  of  December,  another 
109  were  in  the  course  of  erection.  This 
compares  with  ten  in  December,  1963.  There 
were  39  houses  in  the  course  of  erection  by 
private  enterprise. 

On  the  Avishayes  estate  the  Council  are 
building  200  new  houses  and  a Housing 


Society  has  been  formed.  There  are  also 
plans  to  build  a further  200  on  adjoining 
land.  In  addition,  it  is  intended  to  develop 
further  land  in  the  area  for  100  caravans  and 
41  bungalows.  This  development  will  prob- 
ably take  about  two  years  buit  is  bound  to 
increase  the  town  population  by  between 
1,800  and  2,000. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  352 
applicants  for  re-'housing,  80  of  whom  were 
old  people  asking  for  special  accommodation. 

D.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk. 

There  are  three  registered  distributors  and 
two  registered  dairy  premises  in  the  Borough. 
The  County  Council  carried  out  the  milk 
sampling. 

An  increasing  problem  which  is  being 
encountered  in  untreated  milk  is  the  presence 
of  brucella  abortus.  This  is  the  causative 
organism  of  undulant  or  relapsing  fever,  a 
prolonged  and  debilitating  illness.  Obviously 
those  most  exposed  to  infection  are  farm- 
workers and  veterinary  surgeons  who  may 
handle  infected  cows  at  the  time  of  the  birth 
of  a calf.  The  cow  excretes  the  organism  in 
the  milk  and  unless  the  milk  is  heat  treated 
those  who  drink  it  are  at  risk. 

There  is  a readily  available  vaccine  which 
farmers  can  obtain  for  their  cows.  This  has 
the  effect  of  preventing  the  cows  aborting  but 
it  does  not  prevent  the  organism  occurring  in 
the  milk.  During  routine  sampling  of  raw 
milk  a brucella  examination  is  carried  out.  If 
this  is  positive  I have  a duty  to  see  that  all 
milk  for  human  consumption  is  heat  treated 
before  retail.  The  routine  pasteurisation  of 
all  milk  before  sale  to  the  public  is  the  only 
sure  safeguard  against  this  and  other 
pathogens  occurring  in  milk. 

However,  this  sometimes  is  an  embarrass- 
ment to  the  farmer  so  he  promptly  sells  the 
cow  in  the  open  market  and  it  turns  up  again 
in  another  area  where  it  infects  the  bulk  milk 
supply  cf  another  farm.  There  is  no  legal 
power  to  stop  this.  Until  the  Government 
embark  on  an  eradication  policy  such  as  was 
done  in  the  case  of  tuberculosis,  the  situation 
will  not  improve. 

Ice  Cream. 

Twenty-four  premises  are  registered  for 
the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream  and  one 
premises  is  registered  for  manufacture  and 
sale.  Sampling  was  done  regularly  through- 
out the  year  and  of  the  twenty  samples  taken, 
eighteen  were  in  Grade  I and  two  were  in 
Grade  II.  A sample  of  clotted  cream  sent  for 
bacteriological  analysis  was  also  satisfactory. 


Meat. 

One  privately  owned  licensed  slaughter 
house  operated  in  the  town  during  the  year. 
I reported  last  year  that  the  number  of 
animals  killed  at  this  slaughter  house  put  a 
very  heavy  strain  on  the  inspectorate.  The 
charges  levied  for  inspection  were  fixed  below 
the  maximum  for  cattle  killed  on  Monday  to 
Friday  but  the  maximum  charged  at  the  week- 
ends. This  was  designed  to  limit  the  amount 
cf  week-end  killing.  However,  the  only  effect 
it  has  had  is  to  attract  more  animals  to  the 
Chard  abattoir  and  slaughter  has  continued 
unabated  seven  days  a week  throughout  the 
year  and  the  total  kill  has  increased  by  one 
third  over  1963.  We  have  only  one  qualified 
meat  inspector  and  a member  of  the  staff 
was  used  as  a detention  officer.  In  addition, 
a retired  inspector  was  employed  for  holiday 
and  sickness  relief.  To  maintain  one  hundred 
per  cent,  inspection  necessitated  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  devoting  74  per  cent,  of  his 
time  to  this  task  with  a resulting  curtailment 
of  his  other  activities. 

Appendix  D,  Table  4 gives  full  details  of 
the  inspections  carried  out. 

Food  Premises. 

In  addition  to  the  twenty-five  registered 
ice  cream  establishments,  seven  premises  were 
registered  for  purposes  of  meat  preparation. 
Some  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  and 
other  food  shops  in  connection  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  General  Regulations  but,  owing  to 
the  enormous  amount  of  time  devoted  to  meat 
inspection),  the  Public  Health  Inspector  found 
that  he  was  unable  to  da  this  work  as 
thoroughly  as  he  would  have  liked. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  1st  August, 
1964  and  107  premises  were  registered.  A 
university  student  was  employed  during  the 
summer  vacation  to  do  the  initial  survey  work 
in  connection  with  this  Act  and  this  proved  a 
very  satisfactory  solution  to  the  shortage  of 
public  health  staff.  A total  of  145  visits  were 
made. 

Nuisances. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  received  a 
large  number  of  complaints  during  the  year 
concerning  various  nuisances  and  three  Statu- 
tory and  ten  informal  notices  were  served. 

In  addition,  he  carried  out  numerous  visits 
in  connection  with  the  Housing  Survey, 
Caravan  Sites,  Petroleum  Regulations,  Explo- 
sives Act  and  Pet  Animals  Act.  A total  of 
893  visits  for  all  purposes.
